WASHINGTON (AP — Western 


diplomats appear reconciled lo n 
United Slate? decision to cut for- 
eign military irid economic spend- 
ing as part of a drive to close tho 
overseas dollar gap. 


They arc

But they fear then; is 
little or nothing they can do ex- 
cept to hope the cuts will not be 
drastic. Some foreign finance ex- 
perts believe the Eisenhower
